By decision and order 
on motion of this court dated January 11, 2006, the respondent's motion, inter alia, for leave to 
renew and/or reargue the opinion and order dated September 26, 2005, or alternatively, for leave to 
appeal to the Court of Appeals from the opinion and order, was denied.

We find that the respondent does not demonstrate the requisite fitness and character 



to practice law.
